Ross Sherman is an experimenter like 
a few of the shooters we know who have 
won a few trophies at the bench. These 
few and Ross contribute more to the 
shooting games than most of the often 
time winners. 

He became interested in bench 
shooting early when the Harts came to 
his tool and die shop for tungston carbide 
rifling plugs. His efforts at supplying 
plugs, including the experimental work 
required, enabled the Harts to get in the 
barrel making business. Ross also made 
and supplied reamers and barrel drills. 
Barrel drills have a shank or shaft of 
tubing creased in a manner to allow oil to 
be supplied to its drill point and the oil and 
chips to be carried back along the shaft 
to exit at the rear. This is a demanding 
piece of equipment which must stand 
pressures of up to 1,000 p.s.i. He has 
supplied tools and dies for much of the 
industry around the Syracuse area since 
before World War Il. 

As many of the early winners will 
vouch, Ross made some of the first good 
tungston carbide bullet making dies 
available. As far as we know, all of these 
are still in use. Charlie Hart, Clyde’s 
father, made a few custom rifle actions 
early in the bench game. Ross also made 
a few custom actions about the same 
time. The photo shows one of Ross’ 
varmint rifles with a Sherman ‘‘Superior”’ 
action, of which there were 29 made. 

He is retired now, not taking orders or 
doing any commercial work. He figures at 
78 years, his time should be his own. He 
has a large piece of forest land on one of 
the hills near Dryden, NY, which shelters 
deer and turkey, as well as his 100 yard 
bench range. This suits him to a ‘“‘T” 
since deer hunting is one of his first loves. 

When development work on the long 
bullet .22 and 6mm was started last year, 
Ross offered his services on the tool 
work. If he had not done this, we would 
probably still be waiting for reamers and 
dies. As it is, the work is essentially 
completed. 

Bench shooting and other shooting 
sports owe Ross a big debt. 
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Taking Them Apart 


Dear Dave, 


| am aware, from personal experience, 
that when one of our brethern is faced 
with the task of taking a glued-in action 
out of the nicely painted fiberglass stock, 
it is a time when he frequently becomes 
cranky, miserable, and downright pes- 
simistic about life in general. He finds 
himself, down in the workshop, staring 
vacantly at the rifle, that may shortly 
become his Waterloo, and having that 
quotation from the wedding ceremony 
run continually through his mind .... 
‘What God had joined together, let no 
man put asunder’’. When he finally 
tackles the project, frequently the nice 
stock comes off in pieces .... some- 
times little pieces. These are not the best 
of times! 

| have a method that has worked well 
for me, and perhaps will be of help to 
others; | have never seen this method 
written up before, so maybe it’s not 
generally known. It works, and is fast. 

Here we go. Put the rifle in a padded 
vise. Take off the scope, the trigger, and 
the bolt. (Editor: even | can do that!). Get 
some aluminum foil, and mask off be- 
tween stock and action. Cut strips to an 
appropriate length, about six inches 
wide, and put the tape at end of foil. Tape 
the foil to the stock, and then bend back 
over, so that only the foil is showing. Slip 
a good sized piece under the barrel. You 
now have a heat shield. 

Go back upstairs, to your wife's 
kitchen, where you got the foil. Open the 
refrigerator, take out two bottles of 
premium beer, and return to the base- 
ment. Open one, have a few sips, and 
admire your heat shield. Not too much 
beer now, we want to save that second 
bottle for that later celebration. 

Now, you need an electric heat gun. 
Mine goes 500-700 degrees, made by 
Crain Manufacturing Company, and sells 
in the $80.00 range. If you have a friend 
whois a vinylinstaller, he almost certainly 
has one. Okay, we're moving right along, 
plug in the gun, and turn on the heat. Start 
playing it on the action, keep moving all 
the time, with a lot of heat being directed 
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into the loading port and chamber areas. 
After one minute of heat application, hold 
the stock at the forend, and push up on 
the barrel. Keep the heat moving. The 
action should come out in less time than 
it took you to mask the stock. 

This method has worked on wood 
stocks and glass stocks. | have done it 
with sleeved actions, and for some 
reason it did not bother the glue between 
the sleeve and the action; but caution is 
indicated here until we have a few more 
sleeved actions to experiment with. If the 
rifle was painted with the action already 
glued in, you might make a fine cut with 
a razor blade between the action and 
stock. If you are careful, you will not 
blister the paint or the stock finish. 

I’ve also used this in taking guns apart 
that had the screws frozen in, due to bad 
or insufficient release agent application 


at the time that the guns were bedded. 
Same method, just a bit more time. 

Okay, the deed is done, the barreled 
action has popped neatly out of the stock. 
Sit down, open that second bottle of cold 
beer, and take a reflective pull or two, you 
earned it. Now, go upstairs, go out on the 
front porch, take a deep breath, and 
bellow, ‘‘l DID IT’’, as loud as you can. 
Probably scare hell out of the neighbors, 
but it’s time that they learned that they 
live near A GREAT MAN. Go back 
downstairs, finish the beer, and tumble 
into bed, mumbling the Biblical quotation, 
‘“‘and there were giants on the earth in 
those days’. Now, get out of bed, go 
back to the shop, and turn off the electric 
heat gun. Have (possibly) another beer; 
another bellow on the front porch for the 
neighbor's benefit is optional, depending 
on your wishes, and the lateness of the 
hour.

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The Bullet In Flight 


Section One 


| have often wondered about the 
course of a bullet, from the time it leaves 
the muzzle, to the point where it strikes 
the target, when varying wind conditions 
influence its path up, down, left, and right. 
The seasoned shooter has often seen 
several wind flags pointing in opposite 
directions, with only a relatively short 
distance between them. | have found that 
it requires a minimum of three or four 
wind flags in front of the shooter (spaced 
between 15 and 85 yards for the 100 yard 
stage) to tell you what is going on when 
the wind is turbulent. When you add to the 
considerations the fact that the bullet is 
constantly slowing down, it becomes 
more of a factor yet when the targets go 
out to 200 yards, and even more so when 
one faces a 300 yard target. 

The range in Jackson, New Jersey is 
very flat, and sandy. The three yardages 
can be shot from the same bench without 
changing the pedestal height. | aligned 
the three frames with plain paper cov- 
ering them. The 300 yard frame turned 
out to be a little too low, so | moved it to 
the backstop, about 350 yards away. By 
dumb luck, | hit the alignment pretty good 
on the first attempt. | fired a shot, and 
then cut the backers out of the first two 
frames so the bullet would go through the 
targets only. | then placed targets on the 
spots where the bullet passed through. It 
is irrelevent on what part of the target the 
groups formed at the last two stages, as 
there was some error in how the targets 
were placed. The only valid consideration 
is the size of the groups at each stage, 
and where each shot went, related to the 
other shots in the same group. | was a 
little apprehensive that the shots going 
through the paper would affect the

course of the bullet. But this did not seem 
to happen. The groups became pro- 
gressively bigger at each stage, with 
most shots following the same pattern 
when conditions were uniform. Some of 
the shots moved out of position when the 
conditions were different down range. | 
used Euber 68 grain boat-tail bullets for 
the first three groups. On the fourth 
group, | switched to Euber 68.5 grain flat 
base bullets. It is interesting to note that 
the hollow points of the flat based bullets 
(group #4 at 350 yards punched out 
clean holes in the center of the bullet 
hole). There was a backer at the 350 yard 
point, behind the targets. In all the other 
groups (#1-2-3), where boat-tai's were 
used, the holes were off center in the 
bullet hole at random, with no pattern to 
them. It appeared that the boat-tail 
bullets were wobbling in flight, while the 
flat base bullets were spinning true. | 
can’t explain why this happened. The 
shooting conditions were worse for the 
4th group than for the other three, when 
boat-tail bullets were used. 


Section Two 


This second series of groups was done 
a little differently. The shots were aimed 
at a 300 yard target, placed at 350 yards, 
with the shots going through the 100 and 
200 yard targets. | had a sighter target 
placed to the side of the alignment, and 
zeroed the gun to get the proper point of 
impace on this target. Then | aimed the 
gun at the 100 yard target and clicked the 
scope knobs until the scope was aimed 
at the sighter target to the side at 250 
yards while the barrel still pointed at the 
100 yard target. One shot was fired this 
way, and then the targets were centered 
on the frames where the bullets passed 
through. The backers were cut out in this 
area on the first two frames. The 
alignment was so good this time that a 
few of the shots went through all three 
target mothballs. 
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| did not have any wind flags out, 
because there was a 200 yard big-bore 
position match being held of the same 
range. Neither were they using any wind 
flags; so all | had to work with was the 
mirage, and the feel of the wind on me. 
Jeff Spezio (my son-in-law) helped with 
the alignment and spotted the shots for 
me this time. He shot the third group and 
| spotted his shots. The mirage became 
so bad that it was difficult to spot the 
shots. 

The fourth group, (group D), was aimed 
at 100 yards. Four of the shots in this 
group measured .065 at the 100 yard 
stage, but they really spread out at the 
last two stages in the turbulent condi- 
tions. 

After the testing was done, | loaned one 
of my rifles to Jeff to shoot at 100 yards. 
It was a 6PPC with a recently recham- 
bered barrel. Previously he had only shot 
a couple of groups through a varmint rifle 
here and there. On his fourth group, he 
fired a group that measured .085, and 
convinced me that there was nothing 
wrong with that rifle. Now | am busy 
converting his hunter gun to a varmint 
class rifle. A new benchrest shooter was 
born. 

Editor's note: First, I’ve got to thank 
Geza for a fine contribution, of a type that 
we are proud to publish. The comments 
on boat-tail bullets versus flat-base in- 
trigued me, because what Geza found in 
his brief testing was exactly opposite the 
way things ought to be. Everyone knows 
that boat-tail bullets, because of their 
slightly better aerodynamic configura- 
tion, should shoot better at the longer 
distances. | mentioned Geza’s results to 
Allie Euber while at Dunham’s Bay last 
weekend, and in a long bull session, the 
Euber comments were to the effect that 
while he couldn’t explain it either, he 
agreed with Geza .... his findings in- 
dicated that boat-tails shot very slightly 
better at 100 yards, and the flat bases 
shot very slightly better at 200 yards.

Dear Mike, 

Things are going quite well with the 
wound ballistics research. Have a paper 
at present being considered for publi- 
cation in the J. of Trauma in which we 
looked at the effect of bullet fragmen- 
tation on tissue disruption in muscle 
tissue. Past wound ballistics dogma has 
essentially denied the importance of 
fragmentation and grossly over empha- 
sized the effects of bullet yaw and ve- 
locity. We machined some solid brass 
bullets (since neither the M 16 or the 
Speer 55 grain Full Metal Cased bullet 
would stay in one piece at 3200 f/s), and 
compared them to the Hornady 50 grain 
Soft Point. We used large blocks of 
gelatin as a bullet trap so we captured the 
entire track of the bullet and were able to 
recover and weigh the bullets to deter- 
mine percent of fragmentation. We 
showed that bullet yaw and temporary 
cavitation are pretty small factors when 
compared to fragmentation — at least in 
muscle. 

We recently discovered an unused 
underground storage tunnel and have put 
in the paper work to get it for a shooting 
range — it’s over 100 yards long — and 
I’m rather excited about the possibilities 
of doing some accuracy testing. Have 
already ordered chronographs — will use 
Oehler Skyscreens for the muzzle and the 
large frame photoelectric screens for 
downrange. 

Have been over to see George Fullmer 
a couple of times and we have a real fine 
time together. Last time | was over there 
he showed me the new Precision 
Shooting (I haven’t received my copy 
yet). Just had a chance to skim it but saw 
you had some more things about high 
ballistic coefficient bullets. Had a couple 
of ideas that | wanted to run by you — 
one, has there been any work done on 
increasing the ballistic coefficient by 
using heavier materials than lead? 
Tungsten and tantalum both have a

specific gravity around 19, compared to 
11 for lead. Uranium is even higher and 
| understand that spent uranium is being 
used by the military in some large caliber 
rounds — but even ‘‘spent’”’ uranium is 
still radioactive to some degree and the 
thought of what the press might do with 
the idea of my making radioactive bullets 
will probably frighten me away from it. 
Tantalum is what we’re looking at, and 
trying to get info on any possible alloys 
of tantalum and their characteristics; 
two, has there been any attempt to use 
baked on teflon or similar materials as a 
bullet coating at rifle velocities? | guess 
we could always just make a bullet core 
out of tantalum and put it in a copper 
jacket but it would be nice to be able to 
avoid the copper fouling problem with a 
bullet of solid tantalum — it would also 
be easier to make the bullet precise not 
having to worry about jacket thickness 
variation. There are so many new ma- 
terials being used in industry these days 
— | really think a systematic search for 
something better than copper for rifle 
bullet jackets might be in order. We might 
not be able to come up with anything that 
would be competitive cost wise but it still 
might find a use in specialized areas — 
like sniper bullets or bullets for the people 
at Ft. Benning to win olympic medals 
with. 

Am enclosing a few copies of the il- 
lustrations we used in our paper — 
thought you might be interested.

Dear Marty: 

Heavier materials for bullet construc- 
tion definitely have been considered. My 
old boss, Doctor ‘‘Speed’’ Calhoun 
proposed the use of ‘‘spent’’ uranium, 
but then decided against it for the same 
reasons you tabulate. 

Tungsten carbide was used as the 
penetrating core of the 90 MM round we 


used against the Tiger tanks in WW Il. 
A lot of experimental work was done on 
this round and Remington did some of it 
back in 1944. | was the designer on the 
job to produce a sabot round to defeat the 
Tiger tank using the 90 MM AA rifle. The 
University of Mexico worked on it first, 
but were unable to produce the accuracy 
required. Their projectile had an alumi- 
num section at the front which broke up 
from centrifugal force, intentionally, but 
disturbed accuracy in doing so. 

| designed a sabot which was even 
more stable in flight than the projectile 
itself. 

Good accuracy was obtained to about 
800 or 900 rounds with velocities at 4500 
ft. sec. This was too short for field barrel 
life, so a big neoprene gas check was 
added which brought the barrel life up to 
over 1500 rounds. We shot 12” groups at 
1000 yds. after 1500 rounds. 

The projectile which did the pene- 
trating was of tungsten carbide in a steel 
sheath with an aluminum nose cone for 
‘lubrication’. At 4500 ft. sec. it would 
penetrate 12” armor plate incident at 600 
yds. 

In accuracy practice rounds we used a 
tungsten carbide substitute which used 
no cobalt as the binder. Cobalt is ap- 
parently the most expensive part of the 
material. This practice round used, as | 
recall, a copper base binder like beryllium 
copper. Tungsten carbide is, as you 
probably know, a powder metal product. 

Remington eventually made a few 
powder metal bullets of powdered bronze 
or brass. This experiment was not pur- 
sued to the end result before | retired. As 
far as | know the project was dropped. 

| do not know of any experiments with 
Teflon as a bullet coating, but I’m almost 
sure it has been tried. It is possible that 
Teflon would break down at the tem- 
peratures used to drive small arms 
projectiles.

Whether 
they be bullets, dies or scope conver- 
sions they all help the creator there of to 
defray his travel and shooting expenses 
and get to matches he otherwise would 
never attend. 

He also builds a very loyal following and 
often the few full time businesses ca- 
tering to our sport will market limited 
quanties of these products. It does al- 
ways seem however, that one item has 
escaped the attention and devotion of 
these people and there is a definite need 
and demand for same. | refer to sensible, 
usable, efficient and decently price wind 
flags. | can’t remember one single 
shooter through the years who actually 
made a practice of supplying them to 
other shooters. 

If flags could be kept reasonably un- 
sophisticated and portable as well as 
packagable the purchaser could devise 
his own basic stands or purchase same 
from a local camera store. It is the ro- 
tating unit which sits atop the stand that 
must be carefully balanced and sensitive 
to any practical breeze yet not so sen- 
sitive as to totally confuse the user with 
unreasonable signals of negligible swit- 


ches in wind currents. Color should be 
attractive and practical with visibility a 
prime factor. 

If such a flag, or set of flags could be 
offered there are even ranges around the 
country that would consider setting out 
several sets for use by their shooters in 
an effort to cut down on the shooter 
adjustment time for set up. For those 
matches where rotation of benches is 
required often the use of flags is either 
discouraged, impractical or forbidden. A 
lot of complaints could be avoided were 
the host range to furnish and set the 
flags. 

Many times through the years of BR 
there have been meetings devoted to 
arguing about flags and little has been 
accomplished. The ones that I’ve sat in 
on all seemed to agree that some uni- 
formity of flags would be desirable. While 
there is no current rule to that effect the 
availability of a good flag on a semi- 
comercial basis would certainly be of 
assistance and guidance toward at least 
a semblance of uniformity. 

Perhaps if this idea is bantered about 
in the pages of PRECISION SHOOTING 
some energetic shooter or combination 
of several shooters will put such an item 
on the specialized BR market and help to 
pay his or their way to a few more en- 
joyable matches while being of assis- 
tance to the new and isolated non- 
mechanical shooter who either couldn’t 
or wouldn't try making flags for himself.

The Making of the Accurate Rifle 
Then and Now 


by George Fullmer 


In the Good Old Days, when the ac- 
curacy shooting enthusiast was con- 
sidered well equipped if he used either a 
National Match Springfield, or in a few 
cases, an original Schuetzen rifle (with all 
of the original equipment, as furnished by 
the gun maker), gunsmiths were, to a 
great extent, noted by the expertise with 
which they were able to replace 
Springfield Arsenal barrels with other 
barrels (which were also made by 
Springfield Arsenal). Life was easier back 
then .... the fellow showed up in your 
shop, clutching his Springfield action rifle, 
with its Springfield barrel, of course, and 
announced it just wasn’t shooting too 
great. While the customer watched (with 
appropriate awe and appreciation of your 
greatness), you (the great gunsmith), 
inspected the critter at great length, and 
announced (finally) that the time was at 
hand for anew barrel. . .. whereupon the 
gentleman was much relieved, because 
he already knew that was the answer, 
and was happy to hear that you agreed. 
Over the period of the next week, out 
came the old barrel, and anew Springfield 
barrel was put in its place. Off went the 
customer with his rifle, and if the thing 
shot better, your reputation locally was 
much enhanced. If the shooting was 
worse, back he came, and asked for 
another barrel. Nobody got mad or ex- 
cited about it; it was just an accepted 
Fact of Life in those days. 

| remember, back in 1932, when Charlie 
Randle, a local shooter, had our local 
whiz gunsmith, Elmer Hitchcock, send off 
to Winchester for a heavy barrel .... 
because he had decided, after a lot of

thinking, that the Winchester just might 
be a little better than the Springfield 
barrels. All the surrounding area’s gun- 
smith gurus were certain that Charlie had 
taken a mental ‘‘turn for the worse’, as 
we all had read Crossman’s Book of the 
Springfield, and we all knew that 
Springfield made the finest barrels in the 
world .... hell’s bells, it said so right 
there in black and white .... and be- 
sides, Crossman said so, and writers are 
all knowing . . . . and if it wasn’t true, the 
publisher certainly wouldn’t have printed 
it .... would he? 

In fitting the barrel to the action, one 
took his measurements from the previous 
barrel, or any old Arsenal barrel that was 
lying around, including the one that you 
were using to keep the garage door 
propped open. One's ability was locally 
judged by the ability he had in copying the 
original barrel... . vary from the norm at 
the risk of your reputation. 

In the December, 1957 issue of Pre- 
cision Shooting, the first P.S. editor, Phil 
Teachout, kindly published the maiden- 
article-to-hit-print of your author. As far 
as is known, this was the first, or at least 
one of the first, published suggestions 
that maybe factory fitting of actions was 
a little less than the supreme achieve- 
ment of the machinist’s craft. At that 
point in time, it was the accepted practice 
to fit Mausers up with .003 clearance 
between the end of the receiver, and the 
shoulder of the barrel (Mauser contact 
was to interior shoulder). But, to even 
suggest that one could improve on a 
factory product was the height of 
brashness .... after all, a factory had

were you 
suggesting that your one little mind was 
smarter than hundreds of minds? Odd 
thing was, the guns shot better the new 
way, fit to a faced receiver. As far as can 
be remembered, that was the first and 
last time that we claimed a first. | re- 
member at the time reading the next two 
P.S. issues with trepidation, but there 
were, fortunately, a lack of letters de- 
nouncing yours truly, and his brashness. 
Another memory was re-typing the darn 
thing about fifteen times to get it ‘‘right’, 
before sending it in to thie Big-Time 
Magazine. (Editor: That’s fourteen times 
more than he types them these days... . 
| must have spoiled the fellow!) (Editor's 
secretary's note: I’ve spoiled them 
both!!). 

In 1977, Bob Brackney had an article 
in Rifle magazine, dealing with an im- 
proved method of fitting up Remington 
700 and 40X type actions by re-cutting 
the threads. Bob mentioned briefly the 
practice of facing the receiver square with 
the bolt ways .... if the threads were 
cocked, cut a loose thread... . or, while 
fitting the thread, true to barrel threads, 
and squaring the receiver to the barrel 
shoulder. If there is any drawback with 
Bob’s first system (re-cutting the 
threads), it is that one must do quite a bit 
of work to carry it out. It wasn’t until last 
spring, five years after the article ap- 
peared, that one of my customers de- 
cided that this was the way that he 
wanted to go. | would suggest that you 
do it firstona40X... .if you goof up the 
job, it’s a lot easier to buy a replacement 
40X action than it is to buy an entire 700 
rifle to get a teceiver to replace. 

At times, when a bit weary, one looks 
back at the ‘‘good old days’, when every- 
one just presumed that the action was 
picture-perfect; after all, a factory made 
it... . and factories did everything right, 
unlike dumb individual gunsmiths. 

As | write this, just started work today 
on a Ruger #1 action based rifle. There 
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was a Close fitting receiver thread on this 
one action, but the face of the receiver 
contacted at 12 o'clock, while there was 
a .004 space at 6 o'clock. This is just one 
example of American factory crafts- 
manship. Today, the gunmaker con- 
cerned with accuracy must start out with 
a cold and suspicious eye. He has one 
good thing to start with .... quality 
barrels are available from a limited 
number of individual barrelmakers ... . 
men working alone, or virtually alone, 
concerned with the quality of their pro- 
duct and their labors, who feel that 
putting their name on their barrel, when 
finished by them, gives them an obliga- 
tion to turn out a superior barrel .... 
after all, It Has Their name On It. Now, the 
accuracy gunmaker takes this superb bit 
of individual craftsmanship, and he is 
faced with the onerous task of attaching 
it to a mix of mismatched, slapped- 
together, hurriedly manufactured factory 
parts .... that we call a factory action. 

Many of us (accuracy gunmakers) 
fervently hope that the customer is going 
to tell us to attach that superb barrel to 
one of today’s fine custom actions .... 
another piece of individual craftsmanship 
that the maker has put his skill and soul 
into, and wants to see his name on 
something of quality at the end of the 
manufacturing process. Oh, we probably 
will have to lap in the lugs, but there’s a 
heck of a difference between lapping in 
the lugs, and wholesale turning of the 
lugs. The receiver threads are checked, 
and on those very infrequent occasions 
where the threads are found to be ‘‘off’’, 
the action maker is quick to replace, with 
a sincere apology .... try that with a 
factory action! In the work book at our 
shop, because we like to beat ourselves 
over the head, we have been keeping 
track since 1957, of the amount that had 


to be faced off the front face of the re- 
ceiver to true it, on Winchester and 
Remington actions. Thus, it’s not a 
matter of thinking or guessing .... we 
know that, out of ten receivers, two... . 
only two ..... will be true, six out of ten 
will be out by .002-.003 plus, and two of 
the little rascals will be .004-.006 plus out 
of square. VERY SELDOM will both lugs 
contact... .when they do, it’s simply the 
result of the law of averages, rather than 
a tightening up of factory quality control. 
We kept a record of cocked threads, but 
gave it up last spring; the human soul can 
only stand just so much discouragement. 
About that time, our group decided to 
experiment with the concept of fitting 
barrels square to the threads. Good gad, 
don’t ever let a factory man get behind 
you with a tap. It would appear that 40X 
actions are placed in a three jaw chuck, 
and faced .... they should get a new 
chuck; the one that they are using is out 
of true! 

With all my castigating of our domestic 
manufacturers, one must confess that 
the heat treatment of their steel is superb. 
American pistol cylinders by our best 
makers is HRC 35-37. Some Italian made 
cylinders have been HRC-28 .... good 
for factory loads, but with reloading being 
so prevalent today, doesn’t leave much 
of a safety factor! 

The Harrington Richardson Mauser, 
made in Yugoslavia, is, in the ones 
checked here, a very fine action; the heat 
treatment was certainly better than a 
number of Belgian Mausers that have 
been checked in our shop. The hardness 
numbers of the Oberndorf Mausers are 
not available from my records, and | can 
only remember their hardness by their 
resistance to a file... . a good personal 
test... . but just a trifle hard to describe 
to another gunmaker across the country.

Certainly would like to call back, for in- 
formation, some of those Oberndorfs 
that | worked on before | got the hardness 
tester. Can say this, though .... from 
what has been observed here in hardness 
readings, there are a large number of 
rifles on the various Mauser actions, that 
....@very time they are fired... . factory 
rounds or reloads .... the shooter is 
entering The Twilight Zone of safety 
factor. No longer is ammunition held 
down to 45,000 pounds; a considerable 
amount is fired in the 52,000 pound area, 
and when you shoot that round in ma- 
terial with a yield of 60,000 pounds.... 
it’s sort of like tailgating at 85m.p.h..... 
you can get away with it for a while, but 
sooner or later, you’re going to have to 
pay the piper! Make no mistakes, we like 
Mausers here (for sporting rifles), but 
we’re sure to run a hardness test on all, 
and we are very careful about the 
reading. We will not, today, just accept a 
year or a maker as being safe, on the 
premise that the same year and/or maker 
has checked out satisfactorily in previous 
tests in our shop. No way, Jose! not with 
the knowledge that we have today!

MORE ON MAUSERS 


A gunmaker, if he is able, listens to his 
customer, and tries to form some opinion 
as to how much firearms knowledge the 
person has, at the time of his ordering a 
rifle. A difference of opinion on some 
cases is only natural and to be expected, 
but when the fellow’s general run of 
cartridge conversation reveals him to be 
alittle less than another Mike Walker, and 
he continuously maintains, ‘‘all the fel- 
lows say....’’, or ‘‘my friend loads so 
andso....'’, one finds himself with the 
wish that he was likewise having this 
same friend build the rifle under dis- 
cussion, if he knows so much. 

Received in our shop recently was a 
Mauser action, the Argentine Mauser 
DWM Model 1909, to be exact. Beauti- 
fully machined, and in ‘like new” con- 
dition. Probably strong as all get out. 
Hardness test on the C scale came out 
HRC 7.5. Changed to B scale, and came 
up with a reading of HRB 90.3. My old 
Machinery’s Handbook gives 1035 steel, 
hardened in oil, a tensile strength of 
88,000 pounds, with a yield strength of 
56,000 pounds. This means, in King’s 
English, that a bar of 1035 steel, heat 
treated to this hardness, .502 inch in 
diameter, can be drawn in a testing press 
to 56,000 pounds, and when pressure is 
released, will return to size. Any pressure 
over that will distort the bar, and at any 


pressure over 88,000 pounds, it will 
break. 
Another Mauser action, in here at 


about the same time, with a Rockwell 
hardness of HRC-31.2, apparently made 
of a different steel, or possibly a different 
heat treatment, will have a tensile 
strength of 120,000 pounds, and a yield 
point of 150,000 pounds .... a much 
more desirable strength range, which 
should reduce the need for more life 
insurance on the shooter-experimenter.

The Argentine Mauser, however, was 
what we were given to work with. German 
steels are often different than ours; 
hardness and strength ratios are, how- 
ever, quite similar. On removing the 
original barrel, it was found that a 5/16” 
new American-Swiss #2 medium cut file 
would not touch the interior surface. 
Without destroying the action, there is no 
way the interior surface could be tested. 
The file hardness willin no way tell us how 
deep the hardened surface went; if it 
were only a few thousandths, and such 
surface would only increase the strength 
a minimal amount .... 

One could, of course, barrel it, give it 
proof loads .... but if it stretched.... 
how to replace it? The darn gun was 
received from the other side of the U.S.A. 
ATF? Book work?? Records?? Unhappy 
customer???? 

Finally, Solomon-like, reached a deci- 
sion. The action, as received, would be 
acceptable for .06 headed cases, and in 
standard factory ammunition of medium 
pressures only (that is .308 and .30-06), 
and chamber would be S.A.A.M.|I. only 

. no tight necks .... no Swifts. 

The action probably will accept 
heavier, cases and may be amply strong. 
But such cases and case designs should 
be left to American actions such as the 
current Remingtons, Winchester 70’s, 
and high-number Springfields and En- 
fields (of good make) where we can be 
assured of better material, and strength 
ratios. 

lrecently tested a Harrington & Richard- 
son, made in Yugoslavia. Readings came 
out HRC-33.0; 133,000 yield, 157,000 
tensile. A Coruna, made in Spain, was 
similar. 

Please note that the preceding is not a 
condemnation of other actions, nor is it 
a blanket recommendation of Yugoslavia 
or Spanish actions. A cautious (read: 
intelligent) person can correctly surmise 
that this is what was found in these 
actions tested here on that particular day 
(unfortunately failed to note the exact 
time!).

‘“‘OUR’’ SHOP, 
and 
THE WORK 
““WE?’’ DO

Many of our magazine’s readers who 
know our shop, and who come in reg- 
ularly enough to know that it is (or seems 
to be) a one man operation, might be 
wondering about this ‘‘our’’ and ‘‘we 
word usage in articles published under 
my name .... they may even suspect 
that we are using ‘‘we’’ in the Imperial 
sense, as is used by royalty. Perhaps | 
should clarify my usage of the King’s 
English, lest my friends begin to suspect 
that | have taken unto myself the trap- 
pings of royalty. 

Basically, ours is a chambering and 
barrel-fitting shop. Heli-arc work is sent 
out to a man that has done much work 
for us, and we have confidence in. Stock 
work at the present time is done by Dave 
Saito. On the West Coast, Dave’s work 
is highly regarded. Some of the folks at 
the Super Shoots have seen his work, 
and seen it shoot, and know now that he 
does indeed turn out a superior job. 

In my writings, the word ‘‘we’”’ is used, 
rather than ‘‘l’’, because | have been 
much influenced, and much assisted by 
others throughout my gunsmithing ca- 
reer. For instance, on the subject of 
thread fits .... | have relied heavily on 
the help and advice of Merrill Martin, and 
Roger Johnson, of Martin Machine Shop, 
in the experimental work that we have 
done in this area.

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Your First Benchrest Rifle 


When we left off last month, dear (paid) 
subscriber, we had wandered through the 
cost range of building a new benchrest 
rifle. Perhaps that issue should be hidden 
in the workshop, where your wife’s in- 
quisitive little eyes might not settle to rest 
on some of the dollar figures contained 
therein, but that is a matter of local 
judgement that appears to be best left to 
the judgement of the individual reader. 

Before we get into this month's little 
discussion, perhaps we should venture 
slightly off our selected path, and discuss 
a side issue . . . . on which there are two 
choices, and the editor will confess that 
he does not have a solid opinion to guide 
you ....S0 you will have to make your 
own choice (if you are a beginning 
shooter buying his first benchrest rifle). 
The question at hand... . ‘‘should | buy 
a light varmint or heavy varmint rifle?’’ 
Back in the 1970 era, when | was starting 
benchrest shooting, the well equipped 
shooter owned a .222 light varmint (which 
he could not fire in the sporter class), a 
6x47 sporter (which seldom could shoot 
competitively with the .222 light varmints 
if the owner tried to shoot it in two

classes), and a .222 heavy varmint. 
Today we have people such as Don 
Geraci, Ed Watson, Lowell Frei, Lester 
Bruno, and many others, shooting a 
single ten and a half pounder in all three 
classes, and doing very well indeed with 
the practice. Back in the 1970 era, when 
you approached the custom gunsmith to 
build your first rifle, the fellow auto- 
matically said, ‘‘well, we'll make it a heavy 
varmint class, of course’. If you naively 
asked why, he would patiently respond 
that the extra three pounds of weight 
enabled him to use a heavier barrel, which 
made the rifle shoot a lot better (and in 
those days there was often a very wide 
disparity between the aggs of heavy 
varmint and light varmint. . . . today that 
gap is much, much smaller), the extra 
weight absorbed recoil a lot better, 
making the gun easier to shoot, and many 
clubs, when they held a modest regional 
or local match, did it for one class only 
.... invariably that one class was heavy 
varmint. So the logic of the day went. 
Now, in 1983, the temptation is to build 
that first rifle in the 1012 poind class, and 
be able to shoot it in all three classes.

There is little doubt in my mind though 
that the beginning shooter will do ap- 
preciably better, in the field of group size, 
with the 132 pound rifle. . . . those three 
extra pounds do make the gun easier to 
shoot. So, do you: (1) go with the 10% 
pound rifle, and be able to shoot it in all 
three classes; or (2) go with the 13% 
pound version, because you will get 
better results faster; or (3) do you ask the 
gunsmith to consider the switch barrel 
route, where he makes you one rifle, with 
two different barrels, one lighter, and one 
heavier, and hence, you can fire in both 
classes with the same basic rifle, thereby 
covering the 10% and 13% pound 
question in one fell swoop? Certainly the 
latter option sounds as if it has a lot going 
for it, but there are two obvious draw- 
backs. First, we agree that the cost of 
building that first rifle is pretty hefty to 
begin with, at least for a guy who is not 
one hundred percent certain that bench- 
rest shooting will turn out to be the 
greatest thing in his life since the in- 
vention of chilled beer. Second, maybe 
the new shooter does not have the 
mechanical aptitude for switch barrels 
.... there are a lot of brilliant people 
running around out there with little or no 
mechanical aptitude, you know. To 
further complicate the thought process is 
the possibility of starting with a 13% 
pounder, and getting a switch barrel to go

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the other way in class, up, not down.... 
getting that 1,250 straight barrel, and 
being able to go up to the ‘‘cruiser’’ 
concept of heavy bench, somewhere in 
the 18 pound range. Seely Masker has 
been shooting one well all this year, as | 
write this article. 

This is a confusing issue, and | have no 
definite resolution for you, as stated 
earlier. | simply wanted to acquaint you, 
first with the question, and second with 
the possible answers... . and let you go 
from there! Lest the reader find that the 
editor is an outstanding dimwit (to pre- 
sent a problem without resolution), | 
respectfully question that there is an 
answer that cannot be attacked by an 
opposite point of view... . you must go 
with the answer that seems best to you, 
based upon various individual inclina- 
tions and beliefs at the time that you are 
making this decision. 

Okay, so much for that. On to our first 
consideration of Part Il, should | consider 
a factory rifle? We'll get this one out of 
the way rather easily, with a thoroughly 
unenthusiastic ‘‘no’’. There is, of course, 
only one factory rifle worthy of even the 
vaguest of consideration, namely the 
Remington 40X-BR. In its earlier form, 
the plain 40X, this rifle brought a lot of us 
into the benchrest world in the 1965-1972 
era, including Ye Olde Editor. There were 
a couple of individuals who shot very well 
with them, both associated with the 
Remington custom shop, namely Mike 
Walker and Jim Stekl. The suspicion 
would, of course, occur to anyone with 
half a brain that both Jim and Mike were 
able to select among the components, 
and pick out the better made actions, 
barrels, and other parts. By no means is 
this a critical statement; if the opportunity 
was available to them to do so, | would 
consider them ill advised if they did not 
take advantage of it. . . . virtually any of 
us would do so. 

Bob Pease’s latest catalog lists the 
40X-BR at a retail price of $893.95, and 
he discounts them at a price of $737.50. 
Add in $82.50 for a two-ounce trigger, 
and you find yourself looking at a bill of 
$820.00, at discounted prices. For that 
price, you are getting: (1) an action that 
will probably take quite a bit of ‘‘tuning 
up’’ by a competent benchrest gunsmith 
(we will have an article on this subject 
next month, with replies from several 
gunsmiths on this subject); (2) a wood 
stock that should immediately be re- 
placed by a fiberglass stock, glued in (that 
shoots $250 or so right there); (3) a barrel 
that most all of us would want replaced 
by one of our custom barrel makers (add 
in another $250 for that). 

Yes, | know that you can pillar-bed the 
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critter. It will improve the shooting, 
certainly. But it’s another $55 to add in, 
and you will have the devil’s own row to 
hoe to get it to agg under .300, even with 
the pillar bedding .... and that in the 
hands of an expert benchrest shooter, 
capable of wringing every ounce of 
possible performance out of the gun. 
Sorry, I’ve just got to reject the wisdom 
of laying out $875 for a pillar-bedded 
40X-BR. Even with the continually- 
heard-claim, ‘‘I’ll shoot it ‘‘as is’ for a 
while, then go to fiberglass stock, then go 
to a custom barrel, as my finances al- 
low’’. To my simple mind, that’s $820, 
plus $250, plus $250, total of $1,320. A

realistic price for that gun, in good 
condition, on the used rifle market, is 
somewhere in the $500-$550 range, and 
while | was never a mathematics whiz in 
my school days, that deal doesn’t strike 
me as a winner. Only if your long mis- 
understood Cousin Waldo departs this 
vale of tears in East Overshoe, and 
leaves you a 40X-BR in his will (FOR 
FREE), should you tackle this project 
.... and that is solely because the ac- 
quisition price was right. 

Now that we have hopefully driven the 
prescribed wooden stake through the 
heart of that idea, and laid that vampire

to rest, let us move on to a fertile field for 
the beginning benchrest shooter, namely 
the purchase of a used benchrest rifle. 
One can do very well here, and there are 
many reasons why one should give first 
consideration to this field .... although 
itis quite possible to make a bum decision 
here, if you follow some basic, logical, 
common sense rules, the chances of it 
happening will be greatly reduced. 

Firearms enthusiasts are forever 
buying, selling, and trading guns. This 
basic fact of life keeps five thousand gun 
shops in business. Benchrest shooters 
are merely a specialized breed of firearms 
enthusiasts, and they have all the 
horse-swapping tendencies and wild 
ideas of their more popular brethren. 
Stick a benchrest shooter in a peaceful 
room on a rainy night, with a couple cans 
of well chilled beer, have it rain outside, 
perhaps some quiet music on the hi-fi 
.... and if the idea that he needs a new 
rifle does not at least once pop into his 
mind, the coroner should be called 
posthaste. 

Benchrest shooters sell rifles for many 
reasons. | don’t believe that you will be 


called on to consider the purchase of a 
really hot-shooting rifle, owned by a 
national-level, top-grade shooter. These 
fellows have no particular inclination to 
sell their ‘‘main battle wagon’, if it is 
shooting that well. The beginning shooter 
might think it would be logical to seek out 
that top-level shooter, to see what he 
would be willing to sell. If he is indeed a 
good shot, then is it not logical that, 
because of his extensive experience, he 
has gotten all the potential out of that 
particular rifle that he can .... and it’s 
going to be much harder for the beginning 
shooter, lacking that experience, to do as 
well? This philosophy is admittedly 
mitigated a bit by the likelihood that the 
previous owner has used care and the 
better components in the assembly and 
the maintenance of the rifle... . as well 
as the possibility that the fellow is ca- 
pable of shooting aggs in the teens, 
indeed has done so, and does not 
honestly feel that this particular rifle, in its 
present form, is capable of agging much 
better than, let’s say, the .250 mark. 

If you like to take the opposite side of 
an argument, any argument, (and many 
benchrest shooters are fascinated by 
their own oratory), then let’s do that too. 
The woods are full of stories, most of 
them true, about how some shooter

purchased a used benchrest rifle from 
some pilgrim, at a nice low price because 
the gun ‘‘just plain wouldn't shoot”... . 
whereupon Our Hero took it home, dis- 
covered that the bolt handle was 
touching the fiberglass stock (or some 
other real minor deficiency), spent five 
minutes clearing up the problem, 
whereupon the gun became the terror of 
the local circuit. Makes a good case for 
seeking out the area’s unsuccessful 
shooter, who is about to pack it in, and 
go back to tennis, or serious drinking, or 
whatever. On the other side of the coin, 
if the fellow is that much of a klutz, while 
you may get a buy, maybe he assembled 
the thing with bum components, one 
night when he had just enough to drink 
to put himself in an optimistic mood, and 
become self-convinced that he was the 
living reincarnation of Harry Pope. 

Yes, | must admit it, once again | have 
given you two sides of the argument, 
without a finite conclusion for you to write 
down and carry around with you in your 
wallet. But | would rather present several 
things for you to be aware of, and let you 
work out your own destiny and salvation, 
while keeping the pros and cons in mind. 

As magazine editor, I’m the first to see 
the Trading Post ads, as they come in. As 
they cross my desk, courtesy of the 
neighborhood mailman, | read them, and 
have a tendency to lump them mentally 
into three major groups: (1) ‘‘That’s a 
darn good price for that item’’; (2) ‘‘That’s 
a fair price for that item’’; (3) ‘‘Holy Cow, 
is he out of his head?’’. Sometimes | get 
calls from the good folks who have placed 
an ad that fits in category number 3, and 
they will ask, ‘‘are you sure that you 
mailed out the magazine last month? | got 
my issue all right, but gee, | didn’t get a 
single call on my ad. That’s a pretty lousy 
return on the four dollars and twenty 
cents that | spent on the ad’’. I’m not

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surprised, my son; you’re asking about 
50% more than the going price for the 
item in question. Fortunately most of our 
ads placed fall into category number 2, ‘‘a 
fair price’. Buying a used benchrest rifle 
by mail is roughly akin to shopping for a 
mail order bride .... maybe you'll be 
happy, maybe you won’t .... it is cer- 
tainly an iffy proposition. I’ve done it 
twice in my recent shooting reincarna- 
tion, and frankly I’ve kicked myself af- 
terwards both times. | wouldn’t repeat 
those mistakes today, but the fact re- 
mains that | did make them, and | would 
not like to see others repeat the mistakes. 
One time | purchased a couple of rifles by 
mail, and had them shipped to Fred 
Sinclair, for Fred to look over, and 
possibly bless them before shipping them 
along to me. Still remember the phone call 
from Fred .... ‘‘Dave, I’ve got good 
news, and I’ve got bad news’’. The good 
news was that the parcels had arrived 
undamaged at his shop, and things went 
downhill from there. 

You SHOULD be able to purchase a 
good, used varmint class benchrest rifle 
somewhere in the $450-$750 range, the 
price being determined a great deal by the 
action of the rifle. Let’s lay out some 
guideline rules for you to keep in mind, 
while considering your first benchrest rifle 
purchase:

(1) The sooner you pick your gunsmith, 
the better. The ultimate in desirability 
would be to get it into his hands BEFORE 
the sale is finalized. It does, of course, 
help if you live within a few hours driving 
time of the Great One. That way, you can 
hand him the rifle, and a cold beer at the 
same time, and say (with proper humility), 
‘What do you see that should be done to 
the rifle’? A ten minute inspection by a 
skilled gunsmith will either give it a 
completely clean bill of health (unusual), 
a few things that can be relatively easy 
to set right (common), or an estimate of 
ailments as long as your arm (open 
another beer for yourself). 

(2) No matter how badly YOU GOTTA 
HAVE THAT RIFLE, there are certain 
obvious subtractions that you have to 
make in computing its value: 

(A) Wooden stock. Yes, | know it’s a 
gorgeous stocking job, yes it is indeed 
beautiful. | don’t mean to sound callous, 
but you must add $200-250 to restock it 
in fiberglass, and that’s that. Stop 
whimpering! 

(B) Yes, the .222 was a wonder in its 
day. Yes, Allan Hall and Walt Berger still 
do wonders with it today. But, please look 
in the mirror .... see, you don’t look at 
all like either Mr. Hall or Mr. Berger. The 
PPC family clearly outshoots the deuce,

and when you finally graduate from being 
a lover of benchrest history to wanting 
instead to win matches, you have to go 
to the PPC family. That’s a new Beeson 
(or similar) bolt, and a new barrel, plus 
new loading equipment. Adjust mentally 
for those costs. 


(C) The 6BR was an interesting attempt 
to compete with the PPC. But brass is a 
heck of a problem, to put it mildly, and 
while a few shooters such as Geza Nagy 
and Ron Keim shoot it well today, you 
don’t look like them either. Make a 
healthy adjustment (downwards) for the 
BR chambering, and | personally suggest 
that you by-pass it all together. The BR 
cartridge has caused a lot of drinking to 
excess on Saturday nights at rifle mat- 
ches. 

(D) When that dream rifle has a ‘‘target 
mounts’, external adjustment scope on 
top of it, and the would-be seller tells you 
casually ‘‘| want to sell the scope and rifle 
together, of course’, be aware that most 
of the brethren regard such scopes as a 
bit suspect, something akin to a five times 
convicted sheep rustler, and you're 
probably not going to get too far in the 
varmint classes with such a critter. More 
(downward) mental adjustments.

(E) If the barrel is shot out, or close to 
it, setting back the barrel (cost of a new 
chamber job) may or may not postpone 
the day when there is no alternative but 
to get a new barrel. It’s a $75 price tag 
to find out. Insist on inspecting a clean, 
dry barrel. Yes, you can learn a lot 
shooting a barrel that still shoots well, but 
has lost its ‘‘gilt edge’. Just make sure 
that the price reflects the need for a new 
barrel relatively soon.

(3) Back to general rules. Custom 
actions hold their value best of all. Re- 
mington actions will require a certain 
amount of work before they become 
tack-drivers. (There are exceptions, but 
they are just that .... exceptions). Has 
the work been done? 

(4) Seems as if there are a bunch of 
sleeved Remington actions, often the 722 
model, in wood stocks, with .222 or 6x47 
barrels floating around the East (at least), 
remnants of the 1970 era. Be aware that 
the 6x47 is one finicky little stinker of a 
cartridge (every now and then one really 
shoots—getting good brass is a 
problem), and | would mentally give such 
a rifle a value in the $300 vicinity, if you 
absolutely have to buy it. A .222 of similar 
make-up with a halfway decent custom 
barrel will go in the $350 range, if you 
have to buy it. | wouldn’t recommend 
either. 

In conclusion, some of my opinions, or 
assigned values may well be contentious. 
This one shouldn’t be .... the sooner 
that a good gunsmith is selected, and his 
advice followed, and he comes to think of 
you as ‘‘one of my shooters’ .... the 
better off you will be. 

Oh yes, almost forgot. There are a lot 
more used benchrest rifles for sale in the 
winter than in the summer, at least in 
areas that have snow and cold. And 
prices are a bit higher in the summer. 
When you’re looking at a used benchrest 
rifle, and considering its purchase, and 
there’s a blizzard raging outside .... 
subtract another $25.00 from the asking 
price.

Additional Thoughts on 
Bore Cleaning 


A number of people have been trying to 
find more effective means of cleaning the 
bore of our rifle. Over the last two years, 
we have offered thoughts on the subject 
in these pages and a number of people 
have been working to improve solvents 
and methods. | suspect we have had 
some additions hat will improve our 
ability to carry out the objective and 
perhaps help barrel life which will be 
discussed later. 

Pictured are some, but far from all, the 
solvents that have been used on barrels 
in my shop. Some of these barrels were 
match barrels while others were field 
guns which seldom if ever had been 
properly cleaned. All gave some level of 
desirable results. Which brings us to a 
new and very effective solvent. 

Last winter | got a package from 
George Kelbly’s shop which contained a 
bottle of a new bore cleaner, Marksmans 
Choice No. 7. It was also in wide use at 
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Lt. Col. Rick Hornbeck

Super Shoot XI. This solvent is not a 
fly-by-night idea. It was developed over a 
period of time by a benchrest competitor 
and given a good workout before being 
turned loose for sale. It is made by 
Marksmans, Inc., P.O. Box 598, 
Chesterland, Ohio 44026. It is stocked as 
this is written by Kelbly, Sinclair and Hart 
to name but three. I’ve given it a real hard 
workout on all kinds of firearms and it’s 
darn impressive in its performance. When 
used as directed it really goes after 
powder fouling, does a good job on 
copper and lead wash and will not harm 
the bore regardless of how long it is in the 
bore. It will attach paint and varnish and 
should be stored in glass or metal con- 
tainers. It will eat up plastic. If the 
cautions listed on the container are fol- 
lowed, it offers no more hazards than 
other bore cleaners. 

First, | think that Marksmans is the 
most effective solvent I’ve tried in getting 


powder fouling cleaned out of the bore 
regardless of the type of firearm it is used 
in. Second, if given the time to do the job, 
it will take care of the mild and normal 
copper build-up we can expect and is 
much more effective and quicker than 
Hoppe’s. For that really coppered up bore 
and perhaps larger caliber bores such as 
.30 calibers, | think Sweet’s 7.62 solvent 
will do a quicker job after Marksmans has 
been given a chance to work on the 
powder fouling. | have experienced bores 
that had both copper and powder fouling 
problems. Sweet’s doesn’t work on the 
powder fouling ironed on over the copper 
as quick as Marksmans. If Marksmans is 
given a chance to take care of the ex- 
cessive powder fouling, then Sweet’s can 
eat up the copper. finish up with 
Marksmans and the bore can be cleaned 
up. This type of bore of course is never 
found among benchrest competitors, but 
there are a lot of field guns of all types 
that can be restored to acceptable per- 
formance with the above treatment. 

| have experienced bore cleaning re- 
sults that indicate that different barrels 
require different solvents for effective 
cleaning. Further, during the life of the 
barrel, different procedures may be re- 
quired to get the job done with minimum 
passes of the cleaning rod and minimum 
time and effort. As | have indicated, those 
barrels with copper problems | have kept 
under control very well with Sweet’s 7.62 
Solvent from Australia. This has been 
more of a problem with the .308 Win. in 
a Heavy Benchrest Rifle than with smaller 
calibers. | suspect that new match barrels 
tend to copper up somewhat more than 
after they have had some rounds through 
them. | also suspect that powder fouling 
is more of a problem with an older barrel 
than a new. With that in mind and good 
record keeping of the number of rounds 
through a barrel some insight as to what 
it will take to keep a bore in top shape is 
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possible and, again, with minimum 
passes of the cleaning rod through the 
bore. | think that minimum passes with 
the cleaning rod is darn important. 

They are called bore savers but | prefer 
the term cleaning guides. Bore saver 
indicates that they will save the bore; 
Don’t you believe it! The cleaning guide 
will help keep the cleaning rod lined up 
and will keep bore cleaner and fouling out 
of the action and trigger. But a barrel can 
be destroyed by a cleaning rod without 
some level of care during cleaning. | have 
an example of what a plastic covered 
cleaning rod can do to the leade (throat) 
of a barrel in under two thousand rounds. 
This barrel stopped shooting and after 
cutting off the rear and rechambering was 
restored to top performance. You might 
take a good hard look at your cleaning rod 
with some high magnification. You'll see 
the imprints of the rifling impressed on 
the rod. When the rod is pushed through 
the bore with a properly fitted brush or 
patched jag, it goes down the bore like a 
snake! So, the less passes we can make 
and still have proper cleaning for top 
accuracy, the better. 

Lets assume for a moment that we 
have a new barrel on our Heavy Varmint 
rifle and let also assume that we expect 
4,000 rounds from this barrel with ac- 
ceptable accuracy. Lets also assume that 
we fire an average of three sighters and 
five record shots in each relay we use this 
rifle and that we are in the habit of 
cleaning between relays, a common 
practice. This means that during this 
barrels life we are going to clean it 500 
times. If we can find the proper cleaning 
solvent(s) and procedures we can keep 
this barrel’s fouling under control with 
five less passes per cleaning. We then will 
make 2,500 less passes through the 
barrel during its life time and might just 
find we can have extended barrel life. 

| assure you that | have cut the number 
of passes I’m making during cleaning 
somewhat more than five passes per 
cleaning this year. And I’m sure that the 
barrel is as clean as possible. Marksman 
Choice has been the major contributor to 
that capability. 

I’m rather finicky about cleaning the 
Browning Broadway when home from the 
trap range. Always thought | was doing 
a good job on the bore. Since Marksman 
is advertised as eating up plastic bottles 
it should be just dandy at eating up the 
plastic from the wads, right? You bet. It 
also produced a lot of lead wash on the 
first few patches run through the bore 
during drying out the bore! Repeated the 
wet-down, waited an hour or so and more 
lead on the drying patch. Kept this up till 
all evidence of lead wash was gone. Try 
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it in your favorite tube. 

The fiberglass stocks that we have in 
good supply have all been designed with 
low combs to eliminate the bowing of the 
cleaning rod and this factor is often over 
looked in the designing of stocks. When 
the rod is bowed upward to clear the 
comb or is bowed to clear the rod handle 
when using a shorter rod, the rod is 
pressed against the bore with additional 
pressure. a pattern is established and 
repeated excessive pressure works 
away the bore. Accuracy will suffer in 
short order. Keep the rod straight!! Keep 
it clean between passes! Use a brush that 
is not worn. Check the fit of cleaning 
patch jags. Another important item is to 
keep the brush or jag tightly screwed into 
the rod. A loose brush or jag will allow 
them to drop downward as they push out 
the front of the bore due to the play 
between threaded surfaces and will result 
in crown wear. The result is poor per- 
formance from that barrel. 

This subject may, to some of our 
readers, seem to be over worked. | think 
not. Today, in the shop of Monell Custom 
Guns a short distance away, | saw a 
22-250 which Bill Monell built and which 
shot like a bandit. It’s owner brought it in 
and wanted a new barrel installed be- 
cause it didn’t perform very well after a 
few season’s use. It was so built up with 
copper and powder fouling that it was a 
major task to get a new cleaning brush 
through the bore initially. After a number 
of treatments with Hoppe’s, Sweet’s and 
Marksmans there were signs that the 
barrel can be recovered. So long as the 


message isn’t getting through that 
cleaning is required after fifteen to twenty 
rounds with a good brush and proper 
solvents, those of us, competitor or 
custom gunsmith, are going to push the 
subject, for we know itis a priority subject 
for top accuracy. 

During the current match season 
Connie and | have had four barrels in use; 
Three Harts and one McMillan. The 
number of rounds through these barrels 
runs from a few hundred to almost three 
thousands. We have found that we can 
control fouling and copper in these 
barrels by cleaning with Marksmans and 
from time to time a treatment with 
Sweet's. First, eight to ten passes with 
a good brush. Dry out with two patches. 
Wet down the barrel with Marksmans on 
a brush with one or two passes. Dry out 
with two or three patches before the next 
relay. After every three relays the last wet 
down is made with Sweet’s. Returning 
home from a match, we find that all 
copper and powder fouling is gone. 

As pointed out earlier, some barrels will 
require some difference in procedures for 
good results and possibly with other 
solvents being involved. Marksmans 
Choice is a good place to start. | have not 
found anything more effective. 

An additional factor in levels of barrel 
fouling is the kind of powder being used 
and the size of the case. Some powders 
foul worse than others and that fouling 
may be harder to eliminate. It stands to 
reason that the more powder burnt for a 
given barrel size, the greater the fouling 
problem.

The 1983 A.S.S.R.A. Spring match and 
annual members meeting was held at 
Beeson’s Range in Indiana over the 
Memorial Day weekend. The weather 
was less than great all three days, but 
some good shooting was still done, and 
one new ASSRA record was set, indi- 
cated by an asterick on the below match 
summary:

(Editor:=that five 
shot group of .648 at 200 yards, with lead 
bullets, in a single shot action, strikes me 
as a passing fair, and the .281 group at 
100 yards would not cause most of our 
benchrest brethren to jump off the 
nearest bridge either). 

R.S. Hill’s visit from Florida provided 
many of-:us with a highlight for the 
weekend. As the ‘‘father’’ of the 
A.S.S.R.A., Mr. Hill recounted some of 
the events that led up to the formation of 
the organization in the late 1940's (about 
the same time as the NBRSA was 
starting up). At the Saturday evening 
get-together, Rupe, John Amber, Merle 
Deere (president of the NMLRA in the 
early 60’s), and Bob Sherer shared 
stories about Pop Niedner and the 
NMLRA matches of the 30’s and 40's 
.... it was great to eavesdrop on, and 
in retrospect, | just wish | had quietly 
placed a tape recorder in their midst. In 
addition to the normal array of rifles, 
molds, parts, and etc., one collector 
displayed some very interesting Niedner 
artifacts .... pictures of Schuetzen 
matches, ribbons, medals, scorecards 
from the 1890's, and even a few original 
Niedner tools.

The first memory that comes to mind 
would be an IBS match late in the 1982 
schedule. | was with Dick Maretzo and 
Seely Masker, per usual, and as was also 
not unusual, on Saturday they didn’t 
need a moving backer for any of us....

Brian Rubright’s sort of large .5454 agg, 
made up of groups of 1.512, .1.111, .678, 
.809, and 1.344. One suspects that Mr.

1.115, Gary Ocock 1.156, Bart Wieder 
1.375, Brian Rubright 1,344, Bill Brown 
2,875, Harlan Hoffer 2.092. Those are 
darn good shooters, and if their final 
groups were like that, then one has to 
assess Seely’s studied opinion that there 
was ‘‘some $!?*@#!$ wind out there!’’. 

If firing five shots in a monsoon was 
less than fun, think about the humility one 
could pick up by firing ten shot groups! 
Most of the heavy bench shooters were 
dragged to the firing line by force, 
screaming and protesting. Seely Masker 
was the least-worst heavy bench 
shooter, with a .6265, second was Glenn

Camillus 

It was the May 14 and 15 weekend at 
Camillus, and the 56 shooters who came 
for a Super Shoot warm-up found the sun 
shining brightly, and Hank Gonnella 
beaming benevolently over a warm and 
placid scene. While not taking credit 
directly for the weather, neither was the 
gentleman denying the influence of the 
Camillus Sportsman’s Club with both the 
local weatherman, and God. 

Yes, good reader, the birds were 
chirping peacefully that Saturday 
morning .... but when 50 shooters in 
light varmint began to shoot away, so 
much for the feathered friends orches- 
tration. At the end of 100 yards, Gary 
Ocock was first, with a .2544, followed by 
(2) Joe Vinci, .2792; (3) Nate Boop, .2860; 
(4) Bob White, .2962; (5) John Alapi, 


.3048; and (6) Frank Obrochta, .3186. 
Bob Adamowicz had small group, with a 
166. 

They put the targets out at 200 yards, 
accomplished at the dead run by the 
target crew, while Mr. Gonnella stood by 
menacingly with a coiled black snake 
whip... . and when that little battle was 
over, Don Gentener had the yardage win 
with a .2870, trailed by: (2) Allie Euber, 
.2964; (3) Bob White, .3478; (4) Dale 
Boop, .3519; (5) Jeff Stover, .3650; and 
(6) Glenn Newick, .3687. Ed Goff’s group 
of .306 took small group honors. 

All right, it’s time for grand agg, and 
there’s only one name to appear in the 
top six of both yardages, and since no 
one ran off and hid from his fellow 
competitors at either yardage, you gotta 
go with consistency .... so Bob White 
of Chester, New Jersey took the grand, 
with a .3220 figure. Allie Euber was 
second, .3379; Gary Ocock was third, 
.3395; Don Gentener fourth, .3416; Jeff 
Stover fifth .3650; and Glenn Newick was 
sixth .3592. Mr. White fired a 6PPC, with 
a CPS action, Hart barrel, topped by a 
Leupold 36X, and a load of 28 grains of 
H322, behind unspecified bullets. The 
rifle was, of course, smithed and stocked 
by Bob White .... a gunsmith in whom 
the shooter has great confidence. 

Heavy bench class had a limited 
number of entrants, six to be exact, 
probably because most of the shooters 
wanted to prepare the lighter rifle for 
Super Shoot. At 100 yards, The Sage of 
Pleasantville, New York, Seely Masker, 
was first .4146, followed by Struggling 
Young (?) Dentist, Dick Maretzo, .4632, 
and Edmund Cole, .6010. At 200 yards, 
it was Seely again with a .4136, The 
Dentist again with .4724, and Wendell 
Coye grabbed third with a .4893. Grand 
agg was Seely, .4141; Dick Maretzo 
second, .4678; and Edmund Cole third, 
.7372. Mr. Masker used a 6PPC Cruiser, 
with a 1.250 barrel on his Wichita ac- 
tioned heavy varmint rifle. A Leupold 24X 
scope was used, and the load was 29.0 
grains of Norma 201, behind 68 grains 
Euber bullets. The whole contraption was 
gunsmithed by Seely Masker, not su- 
prisingly. 

Heavy varmint class, with 54 shooters, 
although we did not realize it at the time, 
would be a warm-up for the Super Shoot 
by Bart Wieder . . . . aname known only 
locally up to that point. But | am running 
ahead of the story at this point.... 

The 100 yard distance went to Glenn 
Newick, who pops up and does this sort 
of thing occasionally .... Mr. Newick’s 
2812 was enough to ace out Nate Boop’s 
.2826 .. . .and closely packed thereafter 
were: (3) Allie Euber, .2848; (4) Charlie 
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Fountaine, .2922; (5) Frank Calicchia, 
.2956; and (6) Vic Swindlehurst, .2958. 
Small group was Bob White’s .156. The 
200 yard stage was won by Bart Wieder’s 
.2732. Don Gentener was sort of within 
hailing distance with .2990, but then it 
was a ways back to: (3) Gary Ocock, 
.3377; (4) Harold Reger, .3471; (5) Glenn 
Newick, .3475; and (6) Nate Boop, .3480. 
Small group went to Don Gentener’s 
.231. When a fellow wins 200 yards by a 
good-sized margin, he often gets the 
grand agg trophy, and Bart Wieder took 
that by a good margin, with a .2886. 
Second was Glenn Newick, 3143, then (3) 
Nate Boop, .3153; (4) Allie Euber, .3317; 
(5) Vic Swindlehurst, 3389; and (6) Don 
Gentener .3470 Bart Wieder of Bath, 
Pennsylvania fired a 6PPC, Hall ‘‘B”’ 
action, Hart barrel, a Leupold 36X scope, 
and 27.0 grains of H322 behind Ocock 63 
grain boat-tails. Bart Wieder was his own 
gunsmith, which was a common practice 
among winners this weekend. 

In the two gun, the award of a large 
trophy, and one hundred Euber bullets, 
went to Allie Euber, who pronounced 
himself as liking the trophy, and certainly 
needing the bullets. Nate Boop was 
second, with .3372, and Don Gentener 
was third, .3443. 

As everyone was leaving, Bart Wieder 
was holding his heavy varmint trophy, 
and somebody said, ‘‘Gee, maybe he'll 
win the heavy varmint at Super Shoot 
also” .... and everyone laughed, be- 
cause the speaker was so terribly naive 


A Letter to 
Ye Olde Editor: 


We feel it is time that the 200/300 Yard 
Championship receives the proper pub- 
licity due it. The 100 yard shooting game 
has just about reached its peak as a 
challenging aspect in the shooting game. 
Proof in point is the fact that the majority 
of grand aggs are settled at 200 yards. 
For many a year now the editors and staff 
of Precision Shooting have overlooked 
the 200/300 Yard Championship as an 
evil to be tolerated. Case in point, the lack 
of coverage in the Precision Shooting and 
the lack of promotion by IBS prior to 
1982. We at Mainville have been involved 
with this championship since 1974 — 
when Robert Hart talked us into building 
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this range (and we thank him). We have 
seen attendance go from our first shoot 
of 49 competitors, to the last 200/300 
Yard shoot held at Stitsville, Canada, 
where there were only 19 competitors. In 
1982, we at Mainville approached Robert 
White, then president of IBS, with our 
outlook on what will happen to this shoot 
if we all don’t start working together to 
save it. With the help of the shooting 
industry, promotion by IBS, individuals, 
competitors, and the crew at Mainville, 
attendance last year was 71 shooters — 
the most ever. This year, 1983, we had 
70 competitors. This indicates that itis on 
more stable footing than before. It is a 
possibility that in 1984, the 200/300 Yard 
Championship will be held at the Camillus 
Range; which is a step in the right di- 
rection, as it is good for both the shooters 
and ranges involved to alternate years 
with a championship match. If Ye Olde 
Editor has ever attended a 200/300 yard 
match, he will remember that the targets 
used are set up with record on the right 
side of the frames and your sighter on the 
left. This is absolutely frightening to a 
shooter who has a tough time keeping 
track of one target least along two. But 
salvation is on the way, a new 300 yard 
target is already designed and submitted. 
This target will be the same foremat as 
the 100 and 200 yard targets, 1 piece. 

If shooters fear the 200/300 because 
they can’t put all their shots in one little 
hole, let us remind them to take a real 
close look at the groups, range aggs, and 
grand aggs; keep in mind the MOA! Also 
it would be nice if someone would set 
down and do a little disertation on the 


former world records at 300 yards and 
how they have been repeatedly broken — 
6 records set in 1982 and 10 broken in 
1983. The forementioned statement is 
not only due to the fact better equipment 
is on the line, but, the biggest fact is that 
more shooters are shooting the 300 yard 
range and thoroughly enjoying it. 


Dear Dave, the above mentioned facts 


and fears are not made and/or directed 
towards anyone or any organization with 
malice in mind. But with the intention to 
bring to you and maybe some others who 
have the ability to help preserve and 
better this shoot, the facts involved.

Lee fired a 6PPC, 
in a Hall B action, topped with a 
Leupold-Siebert 30X scope, and a Hart 
1.350 diameter barrel. The gunsmith was 
Fred Sinclair, and the load was 28.0 
grains of H322 powder behind 68 grain 
Euber flat-base bullets, set off by Federal 
205 primers. The more | look at that .1801 
agg for 300 yards, it strikes me as pretty 
fair shooting! 
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
